Fatal Accident at Barmum's Musenm.
THE PROPRIETOR OF THE S8HOOTING GALLERY SHOT.
A somewhat siocgular occurrence ok place
at Barnum’s Museam, resulting in the almost
instant death of Mr. Edward Jones, the proprie-
1or of the shooling gallery, which 1s located on

the roof of the Musenm butlding, in Broadway.

1t appears, frem what conld be learned of the

circumstances of the sad affair (the officials of
the Museum being very reticent), that shortly

after noou yesterday a party of gentlemen had

been amusing themselves by firing with rifles at
n turget set up at the further end of the Snllerg.

When they cessed tiring Jones proceeded o the

target for the purpose of painting it over to
obliterate the marks ot the shots fired; while he

was 80 engaged 4 young man, about seventeen
years of age, entered tho gailery, and expressed
& desire to test hie kil av rifle iring. The lad
who acted as assistant to Mr, Jones handed the
youth a loaded rifle, and the young man, ap-
parentiy not noticing Mr, Jones, or giving the
slightest  warning of his  design, fired.
The ball from the rifle entered the right
breast of the proprictor, and he suank
to the floor. The lad in charge of the gallery

screamed and fainted., The sad affair soon be-
cume known through the entire building, and
cauged the most intense excitement among the
curlosity seekers on the premises, and a rusn
was made into the room, which was soon filled,

In the confusion and excitement iitendant wpon
the knowledge of the atair, the young man
through whose recklessness the atlair had oc-
curred, prnbab!s frightened at the result of s
carelessness, fled from the building, and has not
yet been hieard from. The body of Jones was
then examived, and he was found to be guite
dead, Captain Mills, of the Eighth Precinct,
was notified, and by the presence of the police
order was tinally restored. Coroner Wildey
was sent for, aud proceeded to the Museam

where he recelved the remains, and caused
them to be removed to an undertaker's, at No.
287 Bprlnf glreet, where an inquest will be held
to-day. The young man who shot deceased is
not known, but the lad who satteuds at the gal-
lery states that he can identify him, Jones was
